
EX-AIDE IN PENTAGON 
WARNS OF MILITARY 


WASHINGTON, March 28 
(AP) — The Pentagon’s former 
research chief called on Con- 
gress today to halt the growth 
of the United States military , 
machine before it becomes “a , 
Frankenstein monster that 
could destroy us.” 

Herbert York, director of de- 
fense research for three years 
during the Eisenhower Admim 
istration, urged Congress to 
question military witnesses 
much more closely and 'to in- 
sist that they not hide behind 
a wall of secreqy. 

“No doubt there must be 
some secrets, but we’ve gone 
too far,” said Mr. York.
